The strike decided on last night by the 
municipal workmen has failed to become 
general up to the present. The total num- 
ber on strike is 25,000. This includes build- 
ers, gas workers, electric employés, and 7,000 
diamond cutters. The engineer corps of the 
army is aiding in running the gas works. 
About one-third of the gas workers are idle. 
The authorities have appealed to the public 
to restrict the consumption of gas. ~ 

Train service is still limited but good time 
is made on reduced schedules. The foreign 
shipping trade both here and at Rotterdam 
is almost stopped. The theaters and cafés 
are almost empty and the streets are half 
deserted, but complete order is maintained. 
The government is generally praised for its 
farseeing preparations. But for these prep- 
arations and the employers’ lockout, which 
is a measure of reprisal, it is believed 
anarchy would have prevailed and the spec- 
ter of German intervention taken some sort 
of tangible shape. 

The socialists are trying to induce the news- 
paper printers to strike, but so far without 
success: Phe of organization and 
funds, ..the .expected financial help from 
abroad not being forthcoming, threatens to 
paralyze the whole strike movement.

This is all the more strange 
in view of the fact that according to the 
etiquette among the royal houses of Europe 
it is now obligatory upon the king to pay a 
visit to the Kaiser in return for the latter's 
visit to Sandringham. 

That there are other grounds, aside from 
time and convenience, for the seeming neg- 
lect of the king to visit Berlin need not be 
disputed, as the king’s appearance in Berlin 
would certainly not call forth any demon- 
stration on the part of the cold blooded 
Berliner, who enjoys nothing so muchas to 
vent his sarcasm and feelings against fhe 
Englishmen, collectively an 
the natural enemy of the rman race. 


Have Troubles of Their Own. 

There is at the present time no superheated 
sentiment against England, because local 
elections and domestic issues afford enough 
food for attention at home, but there is no 
doubt in the minds of the government leaders 
here that King Edward would not meet with 
a cordial reception. 

The fact that the king will not come to 
Berlin emphasizes once more Germany’s 
political isolation, and, moreover, recent 
events show conclusively that if England 
seeks any support among the continental 
powers it will go to France instead of Ger- 
mary.

struction or purchase of the tunnels under 
the Chicago river and to pay for the work 
‘by bonds paying not more than 5 per cent 
‘interest secured on revenues to be derived 
from tunnels only. If the bill becomes a 
law it will allow Chicago to lower the tunnels 
ane rent them to street car or other compa- 
nies. | 

Representative Tippitt of Olney has devised 
a scheme which promises a solutiom of the 
revenue problem. He proposes that asizess- 
ment of property-shall be raised frdm 5 to 4 
per cént of full valuation/as providéd in the | 
Bundy bill, and that the tax rate fixed in 
the Juul law, passed two years ago, shall © 
-be reduced from 5 to 4 per cent. This will 
leave the tax ratio in Cook county undis- 
turbed and ‘increase the assessment basis on 
property in southern Illinois sufficiently. to 
meet country demands.

The debate today came upon a pending 
amendment providing that such registration 
shall be made only when so ordered by the 
court, 

Oldam of Cook made the principal argu- 
ment in favor of the. bill: and the amend- 
ment. He declared that he was well in- 
formed of the sinister influence responsible 
for the opposition to the bill and related 
the history of the attempt in the forty-first 
general assembly to. remove the three ab- 
str@ct companies from the operation of the 
insurance laws. He also alluded to the last 
session, in which he declared that, through 
the ‘‘ splendid personality ” of Speaker Sher- 
man, legislation was secured enabling the 
consolidation of the abstract companies. 

Scheme to Escape Taxation. 
Ol@am continued: One Peter Van 
Viissingen of Chicago, whose business is not 
dealing in real estate but the making and 
selling of mortgages on land, has addressed 


‘| to me an open tetter, and mailed printed

this house. I wonder why he did not use the 
“erivelopes bearing the imprint of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company. It is dollars to 
doughnuts that that company paid the ex- 
penses incident to their being mailed.”

‘* Prior to the passage by the last general 
assembly of the act which enabled the then 
‘three abstract companies to consolidate, the 
conditions from the citizens’ standpoint were 
bad enough, but there was a semblance of 
‘competition. — . 

“Since consolidation was effected a state 
ef affairs has existed in Cook county which 
is unequaled in any other part of the United 
States. Shortly after. this union of. forces 
was accomplished the prices for abstracts 
were advanced 100-per cent, and if the com- 
pany sees fit to make a further advance the 
people will have to grin and bear it.”’ 

Defies E. G. Keith. 

He referred to a published siatement as- 
scribed to EF. G. Keith, president of the Chica- 
go Title and Trust company, assailing mo- 
tives of legislators who favor this bill. ‘If 
Mr. Keith refers to me,” said he, “‘ and the 
gentlemen in this house associated with me 
in the interest of this bill, I assert in the most 
positive and emphatic manner possible thet 
his statement is‘a willful, wicked, and ma- 
licious lie, and I call on him to make public 
through the press the names of any and all 
persons who have approached him or any 
other officer of this company to solicit money.

RIGHT STRIKE. 


COURT HOLDS RECOGNITION OF 
UNION IS NOT SUFFICIENT. 


If Wages and Other Working Condi- 
tiens Are What Orgauization Has 
Voted te Accept Men Must Not Be 


Called Out, Says Appellate Division | 


ef New York Supreme Body—Case of 
Painters and Decorators, Whose 
Walking Delegate Was Snubbed. 

New York, April 9.—[Speci#l.]—One of the 
most important legal decisions ever an- 


nounced in the state on the question of the 
right of a labor union to order a strike was

the right to order its men to quit work 
where they are in receipt of the wages de- 
the organization, and where 
there is no attempt to employ nonunion 
workers, but where the only question over

representative. . | 


May Affect Carpenters. — 

By some the decision was taken as touching 
directly on.the shutdown put into effect by 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters 
and Joiners, which, in order to intrench itself 
and suppress a rival organization, has 
stopped carpenter work on nearly all! of the 
big structures now in course of construc- 
tion in Manhattan borough. Others, how- 
ever, pointed out that it was not an analo- 
gous’ case; that the United Brotherhood 
members had not quit operations because 
their employers failed to recognize their or- 
ganization, but simply as a strategic move- 
ment to confound an enemy. 

In the controversy which led to the decision 
the Amalgamated Painters and Decorators, 
one of the constituent unions of the United 
Board of Building Trades, is the principal 
Some of its members were working 
for John Beattie, a master painter, who had 
eontracted to decorate the home of William 
B. Leeds, 987 Fifth avenue. A question 
arose as to the recognition of the union by 
Beattie, and he refused to treat with its 
walking delegate. Thereupon the union 
threatened that if Beattie maintained his 
position it would declare a strike of its 
members. By 


Lost a Contract. 
As this meant a financial loss to Beattie, he 


met the threat by applying to the Supreme 
court for an injunction restraining David Cal- 


lanan, president of the union, from ordering 
any such strike, or the body from carrying 
into effect any. order of the kind that might 
be given. A preliminary injunction was 
granted, and after the hearing the complaint 


was dismissed. The strike was ordered and 
Beattie lost his contract. He took tige case 


to the appellate division, and the present de- 
cision is the result. Written by Judge Mc-

_ IN STREETS OF DETROIT. 


Nonunion Men from Bridge Works in 


Walkerville, Ont., Followed Across 
River—One Shot and Others Injured. 


Detroit, Mich., April 9.—Michae) Sullivan 
of Walkerville, Ont., was shot through the 
neck and a number of other men were in- 
jured in a fight at the foot of Joseph Campau 
avenue tonight between strikers and non- 
union workmen of the Canadian Bridge com- 
pany’s works in Walkerville. 

The police arrested four nonunion work- 
men of Detroit, who had been filling the 
strikers’ places at Walkerville, and were 
just returning home from their day's work. 

It is alleged that the strikers and their 


sympathizers followed the nonunion men 


from the works at the close of the day with 
the deliberate intention of making trouble 
as soon as they reached the American shore. 
There were 200 meh in both factions and the 
fight began as soon as they left the ferry. 


Bridge Company Outwits Strikers. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aprii 9.—[Special.]—The 
American Bridge company outwitted the 
striking structural iron workers today, and 
succeeded in landing 100 nonunion men at 
the company’s new town of Ambridge, a 
few miles below this city. When the train 
arrived in Pittsburg a number of strikers 
attempted to board the cars, but were forced

CENTRAL SCHOOL COUNCIL | 
SAID TO BE DEGENERATING. 


Charged That the Teachers’ Federation 


Has Secured Control and Is Wreck-

“The official organization of teachers—the 
central council, which meets in the rooms of 
the school board with the approval of the 
board of education—has passed into the con- 
trol of the teachers’ federation.’’

corporation of an amendment which, so legal 
experts assert. will clinch the city’s power to 
take over traction property at any time when 
conditions may bring municipal ownership 
to a reality. 

* The present bill contains a provisionmthat 
any city under the act “ shall have the power 


.to take, hold, and acquire any and ali neces- 


sary property and real estate, either by pur- 
chase or by condemnation, in the manner 
provided by law for the taking and condemn- 
ing of private property for public use.’’ 


Propose Amendmentto Bill. 


It is held by many attorneys that this 
might leave a loophole for the companies to 
fight the law on the ground that existing 
franchises give them righis to use their 
property for * public use.”” The amendment 
will be so drawn as to allow the condemna- 
tion of ‘‘ franchises and private property ”’ 
for public use. In this way, it is said, all pos- 
sible dangers will be effectively eliminated. 

“The passage of the bill by the senate is 
a splendid step,”’ said Judge E. F. Dunne, 
who will aid in the work at Springfield, “* but 
we feel that it will be safest if the amended 
clause is incorporated. I believe we are now 
certain of municipal ownership and of decent 
treatment by the street railway companies." 


~ Mayor Pleased with Progress. 

“The step is an advance in the right di- 
rection,’’ said Mayor Harrison. ‘‘ The need 
now is to go ahead and see that the bill is 
passed by the lower hause, and every citi- 
zen should exert his influence to this end. 

“If we get enabling legislation I will be 
willing to proceed immediately to a set- 
tlement of this question, and have so an- 


nounced. Then it will be up to the traction 


companies. If they want franchises after 
July 30 next I présume they will open ne- 
gotiations. If necessary we will keep the 
city council In session all summer, if a way 
to settlement is indicated. ! 

“Mr. Auerbach and Mr. Govin, represent- 
ing the companies, left Chicago before elec- 
tion, saying they would come back after it 
was over. Let them come back. If the com- 
panies want franchises after July 30 they 
should come to us.” 


Anxious for a Settlement. . 


Officials of the traction companies asserted 
during the day that they are anxious that 
the municipal ownership problem should be 
settled, and desire to see the legislature pass 
the pending bill. 

“We want to know definitely what is to 
become of our property after twenty years,’’ 
said one official, also a stockholder in the 
Chicago City railway company. ‘“ Bonds 
cannot ve sohd until this point is determined. 
We want the question settled, and simply ask 
that the city meet us fairly. Weare willing 
to agree that the city shall take over our 
property at an appraised price at the end of 
twenty years.”’ 

James H. Eckels, treasurer of the Union 
Traction company, would not discuss the 
matter_at length. 

“We want to be frank and fair,” he said, 
“and we think the ity in return should not 
place any insurmountable obstacles in the 
way of a settlement.”

DIPLOMATIC CORPS AROUSED BY

Sister of Baroness von Sternburg, an 
American, Is Given Kank Above All 
Other Attaches of German Legation 
—Count Cassini May Be Asked to Fix 

Status of Young Woman—Feeling Is

Washington, D. C., April 9.—[Special.]—

“ Yanger matched with Hanion; 130 ring- 
side, June; forfeits up; cancel all dates.’”’ 

This sidetracks Terry McGovern, who was 
practically matched to fight Yanger three 

weeks after Beuny’s fight with “ Kid” 
Broad, which is stated to take place at Louis- 
ville on May 2. Sam Harris, Terry's mana- 
ger, will a stremrvuous 
kick at the sudden and unexpected turn of 
affairs, but he cannot rightfully censure 
Hertz for giving Hanlon the preference, as 
Terry tossed Yanger aside to take on Cor- 
bett. 

Regarding the matter Hertz said: “I tried 
to get Hanlon for Louisville before Mc- 
Govern arrived from the coast, but the time 
was too short to permit his getting into con- 
dition to do himself justice, and as the south- 
ern club wanted Yanger I matched with 
Broad. Harris then dropped into town and 
we opened negotiations for Benny and Terry, 
and, while no artiches were signed, it was 
understood the boys would meet within a 
month after the Yanger-Broad fight, pro- 
vided we could agree upon the weight and 
other conditions.

Wife of Artist de Madraza Determined 
to Free Joseph Buenaventura—Con- 
sul Takes Up the Case. 


‘Representatives of four nations are inter- 
ested in a romance which centers about 
Signora de Madraza, wife of the Spanish 
portrait painter, and Joseph Buenaventura, 
the wayward son of a prominent physician of 
Ecuador. 

Wednesday evening Madraza, who came 
to Chicago several weeks ago to paint the 
portrait of Mrs. John J. Mitchell, left Chi- 
cago, and in a few days will sail for Spain 
with his wife. Meanwhile powerful friends 
whom Mrs. Madraza interested in behalf of 
the youth will try to secure from Gov. b ders 
a pardon for Buenaventura. 

At the instigation of Mrs. Madraza, com- 


-munication with the youth’s family was es- 


tablished, and then a way was opened to 
secure his release. George W. ElMerkin, who 
had accepted two drafts which Buenaven- 
tura had drawn on his father, and which the 
latter dishorored, agreed to ask the court to 
dismiss the young man if he was guaranteed 
the return of his money. Consul Alvizua in- 
formed Mrs. Madraza of the conditions, 

‘‘If that is all, then the young man goes 
free,”’ she @eclared. ‘‘ I will pay the money.”’ 

The consul understood that the amount in- 
volved was $200, and the Spanish woman 
gave him two $100 notes to pay Elderkin. 
The consent of the state’s attorney had to be 
secured, and Consul Alvizua. laid the case 
before Mr. Deneen. 

“If Elderkin comes Jjnte court and asks 
that the charge against the young 
dismissed. I will not stand in the way,’ said 
Mr. Deneen. 

But there was a hitch in the affair yester- 
day. When the case came up in court, it was 
learned that Buenaventura head been sen- 
tenced to one year in the house of correction.

Mayor Instructs Chief O’Neill 
sto Enforce the Ordinances 
Regulating Dogs. 


ALL MUST WEAR MUZZLES 


Prevalence of the Dread Disease 
Said by Experts to Justify 
Grave Alarm. 


—_ 


Unmuzziled dogs must be kept off the streets 
from now until Nov. 1. Immediate action 
to prevent the spread of rabies, said to-be 
prevalent in all sections of the city, was 
taken yesterday-by the mayor, following a 
recommendation from Health Commissioner 
Reynolds and agitation by the Chicago Med- 
ical society 

Mayor Harrison instructed Chief of Police 
O'Neill to enforce strictly the ordinance re- 
garding muzzling of dogs, and in the council 
last night Ald. Butterworth aske@ the alder- 
men to demand strict enforcement of the 
laws. His resolution was referred to the 
judiciary committee. 

‘Thousands of homeless dogs running the 
streets are said to be accountable for the 
prevalence of hydrophobia, and the per- 
sons who are moved by sentiment to minis- 
ter to them are aiding the spread of the dis- 
ease, according to health department offi- 


cials. 
Humane Agencies Blamed. 


The policy of kind hearted persons who 
give food to stray dogs and otherwise en- 
deavor to make their lives easier was termed 
mistaken by the health officials. 

“John G. Shortall has been largely ac- 
countable for the preservation 6f these 
dogs,’’ said Secretary Pritchard. “ His 
humanitarian ideas have not relished the 
He 
‘Then these 


dogs aid the spread of the rabies. They 
seem to think miore of the dogs than they do 
of the children who are bitten by them.” 

Dr. W, J. Jaques, head of the city labora- 
tory, declared that the disease was prevalent 
im all sections of the city and conspicuously 
so in many. 

Along Michigan avenue from Thirty-fifth 
to Fiftieth street there are a number of 
cases, and in the neighborhood of Fifty- 
fifth and Halsted streets are more. At 4800 
Michigan avenue the health department has 
a cow under quarantine. 


May Extend Muzzling Period. 


The period of compulsory muzzling may 
be increased from that now included between 
April 1 and Novy. 1 so that the law will be 
effective the whole year. 3 

‘When the attempt to pass the new or- 
dinance was made,” said Ald. Butterworth, 
‘‘we wanted it to be effective the entire 
year, but there was opposition to this. The 
best we could do was to get the »eriod from 
April to November. It is well known that 
rabies is not a hot weather disease. I was 
furnished some statistics by a man interested 
in the disease, and they showed that the 
number of cases is greater between Novem- 
ber and April than that between April and 
November. 

"The mayor has the power, under an old 
ordinance, to make the period anything he 


} may wish simply by issuing a proclamation. 


Hie can extend it to cover the entire year.” 

The mayor said that the rest of the year 
would be taken care of when the present 
period had expired.

The decision proves that the anti-trust 
act of 1890 is not the feeble, ineffective law 
it has frequently been called. There are 
occasions where it can be invoked to good 
purpose. Nearly everything depends with 
a law upon the man whose duty it is to en- 
ferce it. If he have a poor opinion of the 
law and is not in sympathy with its objects 
it never amounts to much. With Attorney 
General Knox behind the anti-trust law it 
is an effective instrument against combina- 


-thons which have it in their power to re- 


strict interstate commerce by the suppres- 
sion of competition. 

One of the arguments on which the coun- 
sel for the Northern Securities company 
put muck reliance was that if the existing 
combination was “in violation of the anti- 
trust law that law was unconstitutional, 
because it unduly restricted the rights of 
the individual to make contracts. The Cir- 
cuit Coutt of Appeals takes the ground that 
the power of congress to regulate interstate 
commerce comprises the right to enact a 
law prohibiting the citizen from entering 
into private contracts which directly and 
substantially regulate commerce among the 
states. hen the right of the citizen to 
make contracts—the principle of freedom 
of contract—clashes with the right of con- 
gress to regulaté commerce, the right of the

THE PRESIDENT IN YELLOWSTONE PARK. 

The president at last is “far from the 
madding crowd.” For the next two weeks 
his habitat will be somewhere among the 
geysers and caiions of the Yellowstone 
park. His only companions will be John 
Burroughs, the squad of troopers usually 
stationed at Mammoth Hot Springs, at the 
park’s entrance, and the half wild animals 
which will hail the sight of the newcomers 
as a diversion in their snowy monotony, 
the more so as they will find themselves 
on speaking terms with the president and 
naturalist who know them ‘and their ways 
so well. The rest of the president’s reti- 
hue, even his private secretary, are outside 


_ the park at Ciunabar, but if necessary he 


cah communicate With them, and the troop- 
ers can look after his mails. Practically 
he is as far’away from the public as if he 
_ were in Patagonia, and yet in an emergency 
it will be possible to hear from him almost 


at once, for the hotels at. the statipns, 


which are in the hands of care takers, have 
telephonic communications with the bar- 
racks ‘and the barracks have telegraphic 
communication with the outside world. And 
* yet the president is more secluded than he 
was in the Mississippi swamps or than 
President Arthur was when he and Gen. 
Sheridan left civilization for the wilder- 
ness. | 
Apprehensions have been expressed in 
some quarters that the president may be 
exposing himself to dangers and that he 
is Yash to enter the park at this season. 
There is no good ground for such appre- 
hensions. The president will be as safe 
camping in the park as he would be in 
Washington. There are numerous safe 
camping grounds which are during the 


season. In all likelihood, wherever he may | 


be, he will not be far from the station ho- 
‘tels. Whatever streams he may have to 
cross are wellbridged. There are no cafions 
t@ pass, or none which it is necessary 


to pass, and as for snvowslides, the moun- 


tains are miles away from the traveled 
roads. The troopers patrol the park all 
winter and spring, and where troopers can 
go the president can. Besides this, he has 
with him the most experienced guides in 
the park, as well as the soldiers. So while 
the park at this season would be inhospi- 
table and unendurable to the average tour- 
jst, because of winds and snow, the presi- 
dent and John Burroughs, both strenuous 
out of door men, willenjoy it thoroughly and 
safely. 

The president will have much to make his 
two weeks’ vacation enjoyable. So far as 
weather goes, he knows all about it and is 


prepared for it. He may have snow, but 


he will have no dust. He may have fierce 
winds, but he will have no mosquitoes and 
gnats; and dust, mosquitoes, and gnats are 
the summer pests of the park. He will have 
= grateful rést from hand shaking, and 
speech making, and public clamor. Neither 
‘camera fiends nor vewspaper men will fol- 
m to his retreat. And yet the public

MORE BOODLERS IN MISSOURI. 

While the citizens of St. Louis were com- 
placently reélecting the boodlers discovered 
and convicted by the efforts of one man, 
that man was extending the scope of his 
political purification to the legislature of 
Missouri. Southern legislatures are nor- 
mally free from corruption, but the one 
meeting at Jefferson City has been infected 
by contact with the municipal assembly of 
St. Louis. It seems scarcely less well or- 
ganized for blackmail and the sale of priv- 
ileges than the gang of rascals whom Cir- 
euit Attorney Folk has dragged into court, 
unsupported: by anything save his own in- 
domitable courage and the knowledge that 


whole of St. Louis is so befouled politically 
that men convicted of giving or taking 
bribes haye been triumphantly reélected 
and the ring remains in control of the house 
of delegates. | . | 

It remains to be seen whether the other 
citizens of the state are as indifferent to 
civie honor as those of St. Louis. . Folk’s 
course in St. Louis leaves no doubt that 
he will not spare any boodler in the legis- 
lature against whom he can get evidence. 
The people will be shown the true quality 
of their representatives. Some may be con- 
victed; some may run away; still others 
will go free for want of evidence. It will 
be discouraging if the farmers of Missouri 
submit to the reélection of boodlers as - 


pinely as the citizens of St. Louis. - 
VOTERS WHO HAVE NO OPINIONS. 
Last Tuesday every Chicago voter tock 
with him into the polling booth a little spe- 
cial ballot relating to a proposition to issue 
bonds. Of the 310,000 ballots given out 
147,818 were marked in the affirmative, 
57,984 in the negative, and nearly 105,000 
were not marked at all. The unmarked 
ballots had to be counted in the negative, 
‘for in matters of this kind silence does not 
give assent, and the proposition was de- 
feated.. The wishes of the majority of the 
intelligent voters who had opinions and ex- 
pressed them were baffled by the voters 
who had no opinions. They are the voters 
who have beaten every constitutional 
amendment which has been submitted since 
the Australian ballot law was enacted. | 
Prior to the adoption of that law each 
political party printed its own ballots. If 
a constitutional amendment had to be voted 
on and party managers felt that their fal- 
lowers were, on the whole, in favor of it 
they printed at the bottom of their ballots 
“for the constitutional amendment.” All 
the voter who was opposed to it had to do 
was to tear off or erase the bottom line. 
Then he was counted in the negative. 
Under that system the stolid voters who had 
mo opinions were counted in favor of con- 
stitutional amendments, whose ratification 
was certain. They are counted now in the 
negative. | | 
Representative Sherman has introduced 
a bill, the object of which is to count in the 
affirmative the fellows who have no opin- 
tons. It provides that if a party conven- 
tion shall approve of a _ constitutional 
amendment or other proposition the voter 
who makes his “ X ” mark in the circle at 
the top of the party column shall be counted 
in the affirmative thereon unless he shall 
make a mark in the square opposite the 
word “no,” which will appear at the bottom 
of the column for the benefit of men who 
wish to yote in the negative. Had that bill 


been in force last Tuesday the bond proposi-. 


tion, which would have been approved of by 
the republican and democratic conventions, 
would have received about 100,000 more 
votes than itdid. | 

The bill should pass, so that when a con- 
stitutional amendment ia submitted which 
meets with the approval of a majority of 
the thinking, intelligent voters of the state 
it may be adopted.

There is no reason to suppose that the 
enemies of the bill in the house have under- 
gone a change of heart, but some of them 
may not care to accept direct responsibility 
for its defeat. It is for this reason that 
they did not kill the original measure out- 
right, but emasculated it by taking out the 
penalties for its. violation aud by tagging 
on an obstructive referendum provision. 
The senate committee has restored the pro- 
vision for penalties and removed that for 
a referendum, and has provided that em- 
ployés now in office shall not be compelled 
to take an examination to hold their posi- 
tions, The bfil as introduced was satisfac- 
tory to the friends of civil service, among 
whom Gov. Yates still professes himself 


to be. It is desired by the people of the 


state. The senate should give the house 
organization another chance to pass a work- 
able measure or to accept the responsibility 
for the defeat of civil service reform. 


EXTIRPATE HYDROPHOBIA. 

Last year fourteen persons in Chicago 
died of bydrophobia. The horror of these 
deaths ‘need not be dilated upon. Hydro- 
phobia is no tender mode of death. No 
(Chinaman impaled on a stake, no African 
tied to an ant hill, no American Indian star- 
ing at the sun with eyes from which the lids 
had been removed ever\suffered greater 
torments than in our own day and in our 
own city fall to the lot of the victims of a 
disease which is communicable and prevent- 
able. Being communicable and prevent- 
able, its continuance is a reflection on our 
humanity and on our intelligence. In Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Wales hydrophobia is 
almost unknown. Humanity and intelli- 
gence have done their work there. It is 
time for them to do their work here. 

On the 24th of last November the city 
eouncil of Chicago passed an ordinance to 
the effect that between the first day of 
April and the first day of November all 
dogs shall be muzzled or led by a chain. 
If this ordinance fails of enforcement a 
great wrong will have been committed. Let 
all citizens, whether on the police force or 
not, remember that they are proving false 
to their social and civic duties if they allow 
the lives of their neighbors to be endangered 
by unmuzzled or unchained dogs. Diligefit 
work for a few weeks will put all such dogs 
in the pound. It would be a tardy but wel- 
come relief if Chicagoans could feel during 
this summer for the first time im the history 
of the city that when théy walked their 
streets they did not have to reckon hydro- 
phobia among the possibilities of their ex- 
cursion. | 

One more point, however, is to be noted. 
Rabies is not simply a summer canine com- 
plaint. It happens in winter as well as in 
summer. The notion that mad dogs are to 
be feared only during the summer is ex- 
ploded. During the last winter three dogs 
were sent to the heakh department labora- 
tory from the district around about the in- 
tersection of Halsted and Fifty-fifth streets 
and were found, on examination, to have 
rabies symptoms. The inference is that 


as much use as possible must be made of 


the license ordinance now in force. Every 
dog is supposed to have a license. Not 
every dog really has one. If the dog catch- 
ers will show no partiality and no venatlity, 
if they will catch and destroy every dog 
that is without a tag, and if they will, in 


. this way, rid the town of its present horde 


of disease breeding and disease conveying 
curs, a great deal will have been done to 
reduce the hydrophobia death: rate. |

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

LD Gen. Baron Fejervary, the Hun- 
garian minister of war, and who, al- 
though considerably over 70, fought 
a fierce duel with, sabers at Buda- 
Pesth only a few months ago, has is- 

sued a general otder strictly prohibiting 
any officers of the Hungarian army from 
joining the International league against 
dueling, organized. and presided over by the 
Spanish infant Don Alfonso of Bourbon, 
younger brother of the pretender, Don Car- 
los, and to which some hundreds of nobles 
in Germany, Austria, France, and Italy al- 
ready ‘belong. A similar general order has 
been issued by the Austrian minister of war. 


Called upon to explain this general order 


in the national legislature at Buda-Pesth, 
the veteran minister deciared that ‘the 
army had certain rules and tradftions of its 
own with regard to questions of honor,’’ and 


that inasmuch as these rules and traditions 


are contrary to the aims and bylaws of the 
Anti-Dueling league, it was necessary that 
the officers should receive some indications 


from their superior officers as to their atti- | 


tude towards the movement. He added that 
even admitting that dueling was forbidden 
by law, the officers could not place them- 
selves above that social axiom according to 
which a refusal to fight constitutes an act 
of cowardice. It was not the duty of army 


officers to convert society to new ideas on. 


the subject of honor and of cowardice: If 
the Anti-Dueling league’s efforts were ever 
crowned by success and maraged to elim- 
inate the dueling system from the code of 
continental society, the corps of officers 
might*then—but not until then—conform 
itself to the new ethics on the score of honor. 

If I draw attention to this speech of the 
general, who is one of the most picturesque 
figures of Hungary, it is because it isthe first 
occasion on which cabinet ministers have 
publicly come out flatfooted in behalf of the 
** duello,’’ openly advocating a system which 
is contrary to the laws of the land. Other 
ministers have endeavored to defend it in 
a half-hearted manner, while some have 
expressed their disapproval thereof, and 
their intention of doing all that lay in their 
power to diminish the number of these “ af- 
fairs of honor.” But the Hungarian and 
Austrian ministers of war, both old soldiers, 
do not mince matters, are absolutely frank 
and determined in their championship of the 
system, and the orders which they have is- 
sued mean that any officer either on the 
active or on the retired list who dares to 
join the Anti-Dueling league will be forth- 
with deprived of his commission. 

It will be interesting to observe if the Ger- 
man minister of war follows the example of 


his Austrian colleagues. For quite a large | 


number of nobles who hold commissions in 
the reserve of the German army belong to 
the league, while several of the principal 
members of the entourage of the empress 
are among the leaders of the movement. 

In Russia there is much less dueling, and 
some time ago Gen. Dragomanoff, one of ihe 
chief..commanders of the Muscovite army, 
and one of the most influential and popular 
figures in Ruesian military life, publicly ex- 
pressed his disapproval of dueling as being 
alfogether opposed to Russian ideas and 
ethics of Nfe.. : 

It is difficult to realize in connection with 
King Edward's visit to Italy that there has 
been no meeting. between an English sov- 
ereign and a Roman pontiff for nearly 1,000 
years. True, Leo XIII. met the late Queen 
Victoria both at “Brussels and in London. 
(But he was only nuncio to the Belgian court 
at the time, and probably no one ever 
dreamed in those days that he would @ucceed 
to the chair of St. Peter. Queen Alexandra 
has visited Leo XIII. at the vatican with the 
present prince of Wales and@her two younger 
daughters. But it was before she became 
queen, and, as I have stated above, no 
crowned pope and crowned British monarch 
have met for a thousand years, 

It will be an interesting meeting, if it takes 
place, especially when one reflects that the 
English sovereign bears a title conferred by 
the papacy upon the occupants of the British 
throne, 300 years ago or more. prior to the 
reformation—namely: that of “ defender of 
the faith.’’ It was granted, as every one 
knows, to King Henry VIII. in recognition 
of a remarkable treatise which ,he wrote, 


| published, and sent to the pope assailing and 


contesting the doctrines of Martin Luther. 
Afterwards he himself became a dissenter 
from the church of Rome, and, apprehensive 
lest the pope should deprive him of the title 
of “defender of the, faith,” he caused it to 
be. confirmed by sf&tute—namely: by act 
of parliament immediately after cutting 
himself adrift from Rome. Therefore to- 
day, though King Edward bears. a title 
originally conferred by the papacy, yet he 
holds it by virtue of an act of parliament. 

The young prince of Arcot. who has just 
succeeded to the honors of his father, who 
died in Delhi shortly after the durbar festivt- 
ties, is the only subject of King Edward, 
excepting the prince of Wales, who holds 
his. title of prince by letters patent of the 
British crown. * He is:the descendant and 
principal representative of the former Mus- 
sulman dynasty of the so-called nawabs 
of the Carnatic. The nayabs of the Car- 
natic were from the days of Lord Clive 
among the most loyal and trusty friends of 
the British, and it was in recognition of the 
services rendered in days of danger, and of. 


crisis, especially during the mutiny, that. 


some forty years ago the English govern- 
ment conferred upon the great-grandfather 
of the present chief of the dynasty the Brit- 
ish title of prince of Arcot. “‘ together with 
a handsome revenue in perpetuity for him- 
seif and for his descendants. | 
Inasmuch as the flabelli, or immense 
feather fans, used by Leo XIII. during the 
quarter of a century that has elapsed since 
his accession to the papal throne have been 
presented to Mrs. Drexel to nnd a home 
at Philadelphia, it may be mentioned that 
fiabelli have been carried in papal proces- 
sions for at leasta thousand years. They are 
perched on the end of long staves, and 
borne aloft on either side of the holy father 
when he is carried shoulder high on his 
sedia gestatoria. As far as can be ascer- 
tained their primitive use was to dust the 
altars, but now they are only carried as an 
ornament. | 
| 
With regard to the cruise which King Ed- 
ward is now making in the Mediterranean, 
no mention has been made of the fact that 
before starting he was obliged to obtain 
the sanction of the privy council. According 
to unwritten law in England the sovereign 
may not sleep at a greater distance from 
the metropolis than fifty miles without the 
express sanction of -he privy council. It 


was because of the existence of this rule | 


that the so-called pavilion was erected at 
Brighton by King George IV., the distance 
from the center of the dome of the pavilion 
from Charing Cross in London being re- 


egarded as just within the limit, so that the 


monarch was able to disport~himself at the 
seaside without the supervision of his consti- 
tutional advisers.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Those who figured the Armour purchases

There seemed 
to be a perfect willingness on the part of 
that concern to buy all the wheat offered, 
and if orders given to brokers for the pur- 
chase of large amounts at given figures 
could be filled the limits were raised from 
time to time.
